Court Did Not Impose the Maximum 


Fine, but Deemed the Evidence Too 


Conclusive to Allow of the M in i­ 


mum Fine. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 8.—Judge 
Olin Wellborn in the United States 
district court fined the Atchison, To­ 
peka and Santa Fe Railroad company 
$33o OOO for rebating. 
The fine was 
what the court denominated "an in­ 
termediate 
penalty,” 
tho 
maximum 
which might have been assessed being 
$1,620,000 and the minimum $06,000. 
The court reviewed the case in a writ 
ten opinion of some length in which 
it stated that there were some doubt­ 
ful and extenuating circumstances to 
preclude the possibility of a maximum 
sentence and yet sufficient intention 
of wrongdoing shown to make impos­ 
sible a minimum sentence. 


T in 
Santa Fe company was con­ 
victed on Oct. 11 last by a jury in the 
federal court of granting rebates to 
the Grand Canyon Lime and Cement 
company of Arizona. 
It was found 
guilty of 
all 
the 
sixty-six 
counts 
charged in the indictment after but 
an hour’s deliberation. 
The rebates, 
which were given on shipments of 
lime and cement from Nelson, Ariz.. 
to Los Angeles, ranged in amount 
from 35 cents to $15. 
The company 
claimed that these amounts were not 
rebates on the regular freight rate, 
but were in the form of damages to 
goods which were allowed after such 
claim had been regularly presented 
and proved in each instance. 
The

Judge Wellborn 
entered with his written opinion in 
his hand. 
After stating that he had

Judge began the reading of his judg­ 
ment. 
He pronounced it in a strong, 
clear voice slowly and with repeated 
emphasis, the crowd 
following his 
reading closely to catch the first inti­ 
mation of the amount of the fine. 
There was no excitement in the 
room \^ien the amount of the fine 
was announced. 
W. E. Camp, solic­ 
itor for the company, immediately 
moved a stay of sentence, which was 
required, he said, by the time neces­ 
sitated in preparing the defendant’s 
bill of exceptions.

limit on the stay.

trict Attorney Lawler objected to so 
long a time, and Judge Wellborn fixed 
the stay at thirty days, with the priv­ 
ilege of an extension, if a sufficient 
showing should be made to the court 
at that time.

The action of the county commis­ 
sions in their regular session of Tues­ 
day last in requesting the sheriff to en­ 
force chapter lf), of the revised laws of 
1905, has caused some inquiry as to the 
provisions of that chapter. 
C hapter 16 
deals exclusively with the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors and provides for the 
licensing of public drinking places and 
regulates 
them. 
Sections 
1561 and 
1562, to which reference is made read 
as follows: 
1651. DUTY OF o f f i c e r s — Every sher­ 
iff, constable, 
marshal and policeman 
shall summarily 
arrest any 
person 
found committing any act forbidden by 
this chapter, 
and make 
complaint 
against him. 
Every county attorney 
shall prosecute all cases under this 
chapter arising in his county. 
The 
president or mayor of every munici­ 
pality shall m ake complaint of any 
known violation of the provisions of 
this chapter, and the chief of police and 
all policemen shall make arrests and 
complai ts as in this section provided, 
anything in the ordinances or by-laws 
of such municipality to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 
1562. o f f i c i a l n e g l e c t — Any coun­ 
ty commissioner, member of a municipal 
council,, sheriff, or other officer, 
who 
willfully refuses or neglects to perform 
any official duty imposed by this chap­ 
ter, shall he guilty of malfeasance in 
office, and shall he removed therefrom, 
and be disqualified from holding the
